New Equipment, 
Buildings Ready

To today’s visiting contingent of 
freshmen goes the honor of in- 
formally dedicating College hall 
and the four adjoining units of 
Santa Ana’s new junior college, re- 
cently adjudged by visiting nota- 
bles to be one of the finest in South- 
ern California. 


The red brick buildings that so 
long housed first the high school 
and then Willard Junior high school 
have been entirely transformed by 
an army of carpenters and decora- 
tors working during the summer 
months. “Old grads’ of the former 
prep school have unanimously 
voiced their approval in recogniz- 
ing the plant. 

Center of Activity 

College hall, now scheduled to 
be the center of the college system, 
shelters the offices of Dean McKee 
Fisk, Registrar Mabel Whiting, and 
various department heads. Also in- 
cluded in the Hall are the library 
and classrooms and physics labor- 
atory and lecture room. 

College officials are especially en- 
thusiastic:about the new science 
equipment. The basement of Col- 
lege hall has been converted into a 
physics laboratory and tiered lec- 
ture room, a notable improvement 
over former facilities. 


Two buildings on Church street 
have been renovated and now 
house geology, chemistry, biology, 
and zoology laboratories. :
